Increased Social 
Security Decreases 

Public Aid Ballr— 

Public Aid rolls In Illinois 
decreased by about 16,000 
persons, according to Harold 
O. Swank, director of the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Aid. The October 1005 case- 
load was about 20,000 per- 
sons below that of October 
1004. 

The number of persons on 
Old Age Assistance and Dis- 
ability Assistance dropped 
appreciably In October. 
Swanz attributed this de- 
crease to the receipt of So- 
cial Security payJfncnt' in- 
creases retroactive to Janu- 
ary 1065. Public assistance 
payments will be resumed in 
November and December to 
many of those removed in 
October because of the So- 
cial. Security payment. 

Public aid expenditures in 
October were $24,104,050, 
compared to $33,315,423 in 
September. 

In Lake County, 2,400 per- 
sons received Public Aid in 
October, in' the amount of 
$186,053. Of this amount, 
$55,265 went to Old Age As- 
sistance; $50,037: to Aid to 
Dependent Children; $3,002 
to Bllnd_ Assistance;. $12,080 
to Disability Assistance, and 
$37,138 to General Assist- 
ance.

- March 17, the worst of* the 
year. ■ 

Raymond Toft was elected 
Mayor In April, defeating 
Murrill Cunningham. Rob- 
ert Wilton, Vcm Barnstable, 
Arthur Melerdirk and Roger 
Williams ■ wore elected trus- 
tees. Clarence Sluiltls was 
~ reelected village clerk by 
the biggest vote given t any 
.candidate.

A new fire siren was in- 
stalled In Antioch in July, and 
the Village Board announced 
a budget of $331,450.00 for 
the next year.

A New Look At 
Mental Retardation 

"The lesson we have learned from all the 
recent breakthroughs in mental retardation is: 
"Don't test them, train them! Don't hide them, 
hire them!" . . .The old psychology is passing 
and the old concept of a fixed IQ is passing with 
it. Today we know-it's np~ionger~wise~or justlb 
test people and pigeonhole them." 

The quote is from Eunice Kennedy Shriver. 
Perhaps her words are.a hopeful sign of a swing 
-fronvthe^trend-thatiias -run-too-long— tlje -passion' 
for labelling people. ~ 

It appeared for a while that the primary 
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purpose of the "experts" was to label each .child, 
as to intelligence, and consign him to this status 
for the rest of his life. 

Presumably, his ability, his mental capa- 
city, would never change. We -wonder how many 
children have been tagged with the label, "men- 
tally retarded"; and consigned to lijfe in an in- 
stitution because of some remediable physical 
fault, some -imbalance of body chemistry. • 

The recently-uncovered case of a 12-year- 
old boy who had spent most of his life in such an 
institution points up the human fallibility of'those 
who so decide the child's fate. 

An astute attendant at the institution was 
the first to notice' that the boy was apparently 
deaf, and to call the attention of a doctor to the 
possibility. Apparently -a .doctor who cared 
enough to investigate. 

Tests showed the boy to be entirely with- 
out hearing. Further tests showed he was not re- 
tarded, but a genius. He was so smart that he had' 
adapted to life in the institution by imitating the 
actions of the children around him. They were re- 
tarded, so he acted as though he were. 

There may~not be too many cases as ex- 
treme as this one, but one wonders how many 
children have never grown up to their full capa- 
bilities because some teacher or parent, early in 
life, tabbed them as "slow". Sight, hearing, an 
unpleasant situation at home, even a bad bout 
with a childhood illness, might lead to tagging a 
child as a "slow learner", even "retarded". And 
_ the tags seem to stick. 

Causes and treatment of retardation are a 
f oggy area, and it's only recently that much time 
or money has gone in to research on the subject. 
Some day, perhaps wonders will be wrought in 
this area, as they have been in physical illnesses. 

In the meantime, it's good to hear someone 
say that labelling and pigeonholing people has 
ceased to be important.

And if 
the NFL is going to arrange 
for something less, I hen the 
World. Series may as well be 
played in mini, the Stanley 
Cup play-offs on ice that is 
melting and the National Bas-

Durslag contends the title 
game now is primarily a tele- 
vision show anyway. 

But if Durslag has his 
opinions, he also reports that 
NFL owners have their prob- 
lems, " especially keeping 
home town fans happy when 
they win the title and have 
limited seating facilities. 

Art. Roohey, Pittsburgh 
Stealers owner, was asked if 
he would move (lie title 
game to warmer climate if 
the Sfcclcrs won. "You must 
be kidding," J^oonoy said.

ILL INOIS LAW OF CHECKS 

Carol Stevens wrote an $8 
check, payable to "Cash," and 
used it . to pay for some 
groceries. When the bank 
returned the check with the 
monthly bank statement, 
Carol was shocked, to find 
that"i;onicone~had"aitercd~thc 
§8 cheek to $80. 

Her husband, John, im- 
mediately called the bank. A 
quick i investigation showed 
I hat the bank had indeed 
cashed the check for $B0. 
Someone had altered the 
check before It was present- 
ed to the bank for payment. 

Several days later, John 
discovered that ■ another 
cheek returned by the bank 
was a complete forgery. An 
impostor had drawn a check 
for $100 on John's bank, 
signing John's name to it. 
Checking with the bank, ho 
learned that the full amount 
had been, paid, from his ac- 
count. 
Who Takes Iho Loss? 

The bank is I he loser. Un- 
der Illinois law;- the bank 
cannot charge the "■•Stevens! 
for money it paid by reason 
of fraud. 

In the case of the $100 
forgery, the law requires the 
bank to know the signatures 
of -its own depositors, even 
against the most clever for- 
geries. Since John was the 
depositor, the bank wrong- 
fully paid the check, 

Carol is also protected 
under Illinois law. In the 
incident concerning h c r 
$8 check, which was raised 
to $80, the law provides 
that the bank must pay 
checks, drawn on . it accord- 
ing to the original "tenor" 
of. the instrument-Tin, other 
words! the amount/for which 
the • cheek wair originally 
drawn.

Winter Driving Galls 
For Extra Care 

You can be a GoGo-Go 
winter weather driver if you 
follow the advice of the ex- 
perts, declares Harry II. 
Porter, Jr., manager of the 
Traffic Department of the 
National Safety Council.' 

"It is tragic that so many 
motorists are- killed and in- 
jured each winter because 
they do not know or'have for- 
gotten, that safe driving tech- 
niques in winter are far 
more demanding than those 
needed for other seasons of 
the year," Porter said. ' 

"The basic survival rules 
for safe winter driving have 
been developed, by "the. Na- 
tional Safely Council's Com- 
mittee on Winter Driving 
Hazards," Porter pointed out. 
"After years of study and 
actual testing, this group. of 
experts has found that there 
are two principal hazards of 
winter driving not generally 
encountered atother times of 
the year — inadequate trap 
lion 'and reduced visibility." 
"Motorists make more driv- 
ing errors in winter simply 
because,, they fail to recog- 
nize the dangers inherent in 
these-conditions,— the-safety 
specialist .said. "A common 
blunder, for example, Is fol- 
lowing too closely. Few driv- 
ers realize that slopping 
distances on sriow and ice are 
from three to twelve times 
greater than those on bare 
pavements. ... 

"Whenever there's any 
question about how slippery 
a road may be, it makes sense 
to apply the brakes carefully 
or lo 'gun' the engine occa- 
sionally to see whether there 
is any tendency "to skid. If 
there is, reduce your speed 
and drive accordingly," Por- 
ter warned. 

For severe snow and ice 
conditions, Porter recom- 
mended the use of reinforc- 
ed tire chains. 

"The Committee's tests 
have. shown that, snow tires 
give half again as much pull- 
ing power- in. snow as regular 
tires, but for deep snow and 
glare ice conditions rein- 
forced tire chains provide 
four to five times as much 
traction as regular tires. 
Every motorist driving in 
the snow-bell states should 
carry. <a. set of chains- in the 
trunk for use when needed," 
he declared. 

.To insure better visibility 
during winter storms, Porter 
recommended a thorough 
check-up of the hcalcr-de- 
f rosier system, headlights, 
tail lights, directional signals, 
windshield wipers, and wind- 
shield washers. . '-' 

"And even though alt these 
items are functioning proper- 
ly,- your headlights and tail- 
lights can'l do an effective 
job if they arc plastered with 
slush and road-muck. So 
don't forget to clean them 
frequently during foul weath- 
er.' Likewise, your wind-; 
.slncld wipers can't wipe with- 
out streaking and smearing 
if-the -Ijfc-iias-becn-bakcd 
out, of Iho tubbcr .by the 
sun,'' the" traffic authority 
said. • ".'■ 

"Motorists " who . follow 
these safely lips- will come 
hack alive," Porter conclud- 
ed. "To. ignore tliem }s to 
court serious trouble,"

Dangerous lighter 

Offered for Sale 

A potentially. dangerous 

clgaret lighter is being of- 
fered for sale to. the public, 
according to Dr. Franklin D. 
Yoder, director of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 

The product is an air-flame 
lighter that looks like a large 
lipstick or perfume vial. The 
lid comes off easily and the 
vapbr~ignitcs Immediately on 
contact with air. with a flame 
that is almost invisible. 
. "The hazards of. this light- 
er," Dr. Yoder said, "Include 
the possibility of a child or 
' adult opening it and being 
i burned by Hie invisible name 
;-or accidentally Igniting cloth- 
ing, furniture or drapes, 
which could lead to a lull 
scale fire and serious or fatal 
burns." 

The first .alert on this 
lighter came from the. Divi- 
sion of Accident Preven t ion. 
U. S. Public Health Service. 
The division reported that 
the lighter's fuel is methanol 
which, if ingested, may cause 
irritation of mucous mem- 
branes, headache, fatigue, 
unsteady gait, gastrointes- 
tinal disturbances, including 
possible blindness. 

The lighter has been adver- 
tised, in Chicago for mall, or- 
der sales fronrLe-MIr Prod- 
ucts of Van N.uys, Calif. ..

A GRAY, GRAY WORLD 

Imagine a world without 
color in which everything' is 
Dirty a shade of gray. 

That" Is the world of the 
totally color-blind ■ person. 

Fortunately, total color- 
blindness, (mouochromatism) 
is rare. It is fact, however, 
that one of every 25 men are 
cither partially or totally 
without /true color percep- 
tion. Women are-more for- 
tunate In Ihat-oniy-obout-onc 
in every 200 are so handi- 
capped, --''. 

, The 'mildest and most com- 
mon for iu_ is. - called, anonia- 
ipus trichromatism mid; in 
this case, a person sees some 
of the -430 hues of colors in 
the spectrum as abnormally 
dark. 

More familiar to us are 
persons —technically known 
as dlclu'bniiilopes^T-whb are 
really, "color ■■cbu'fjuYed.'! Oth- 
er types of color blind 'per- 
sons include: 'protamines 
who are red-blind; deuteran-' 
epos, green-hlthd:' trlanopes, 
who can't distinguish blue 
fivm green, recognize violet 
and see yellow as ..g ray; - tot- 
artnopes, who see the entire 
spectrum In red or green. 

Color-blindness is usually 
hereditary, passed on from 
generation to generation of 
male, offspring through genes 
of the mother. 
. But it can also be acquired 
— through infection, intoxi- 
cation or aging of the optic 
nerve. 

Recause of the problems of 
the color-blind, the world 
has made innumerable .ad- 
justments to help them cope 
with their handicap. 

Engineers, for. example, 
universally design traffic 
lights wilh tlie red light 
abbve the green, so the color- 
blind can ''read" them mere- 
ly through their Illumination. 

But color-blindness can 
cause definite hardships. For 
example:

Questions And Answers 
On Your Social Security 



. Tho Waukegan office of 
the Social Security adminis- 
tration Is publicly answering 
many of the cuiestlons most 
frequently asked .by' people 
in an attompt to aid people 
to find out what benefits are 
due them.'

Q) Do fh'ave to be receiv- 
ing ' monthly social security 
or railroad retirement'- checks 
lt^Torder to be . eligible for 
Medicare benefits? 

A) No, if you are-over 05 
and not receiving either so- 
cial security or railroad bene- 
fits, contact your local So- 
cial - Socu ri ty— represent ati ve.- 
Regardless if a person is 
working or not, he or she 
may still qualify for hospital 
and medical insurance. 

Q), I am a widow age 59. 

If I start drawing widow's 
benefits -at age GO, will I re- 
ceive the full. amount? 

A) The full widow's bene- 
fit is payable only at age 02 
or. later; If you decide to 
draw "benefits at age 00, 
there would be a reduction 
of approximately 13%. ' For 
example, if your husband 
would have qualified, for a 
monthly benefit of $100.00, 
you would receive $83.00 at

Census Skqws 
Fewer Farms 
Produce More 

Crop production on Illinois 
farms has - increased roughly 
two-fifths in. a little more 
than, a decade, yet Illinois 
farm numbers declined from 
203,000 in'-1950 to 144,000 
in 1964, according to an 
analysis if the assessor's 1964 
Annual Stale Farm Census 
released by the Illinois De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
The number, size and produc- 
tion of farme and livestock 
tabulations are. shown by 
counties and districts. 

The increased output per 
farm unit and per man have 
come about through rapid 
changes in farm lcchnology 
and increasing specialization. 
Large farm units have taken 
on greater importance, ac- 
cording to the report. One- 
third of the state's farms to- 
day account for about two- 
thirds of its production. 

Cash receipts from farm 
marketing totaled more than 
$2, billion in 1904. About 84 
per cent "of Illinois' land 
area, value dat over $10 bil- 
lion, is used, for farming. 
The Prairie State has six of 
the 10 leading corn counties 
in the nation, five of the 10 
lecading soybean counties 
and "two of Hie 1(L leading 
hog counties. 

The nation's leading export 
state, Illinois ranks first in. 
soybean production, provid- 
ing one-fourth of the nation's 
supply. It annually ranks 
either first or second in corn 
production, third in the na- 
tion's total crop sales, fjfth 
in production of wheat and 
third. in popcorn. The state 
ranks second in Hie produc- 
tion of hogs, third in sales of 
all livestock- and fourth in 
marketing grain-fed cattle. 
Of the 3.9 million persons 
in the state's total labor 
force, about four to five per 
cent is involved in agricul- 
ture.
